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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner still believes that applicant's newly 
presented molecular weight limitation for the surfactant used in their cmp slurry constitutes new matter based upon the fact that applicant's 
specification broadly teaches the usage of non-ionic surfactants in general in their cmp slurry. Further, applicant's specification provides 
no guidance on what the molecular weight range for the surfactants in their cmp slurry should be limited to. Rather, applicant's 
specification simply provides some examples of specific surfactants which will work in their cmp slurry. Thus, applicant's recitation in their 
claims that the molecular weight of their surfactant must be less than 5,000 constitutes new matter which is not supported by their 
originally filed specification.
